Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claim 1 recites the attachment method of the protective cover. The Isaki reference fails 
to disclose these attachment means as the heat resistant polymer of Isaki which may 
emanate gas due to heat build-up in the system. The present claim and application 
avoids this issue by providing the protective cap attached to a ceramic substrate. As all 
dependent claims ultimately depend from claim 1 , they are deemed allowable for similar 
reasons.
